They have 
been extended to many individuals and groups other tha:n veterans/ Programs 
and -preparation are now offered, at regular intervsds throu^ the States, 
usually by the;local school system in <5onjuncMon with, the respective State De- 
partment cjf ^ducatibn., AlthoXigh each. State may have its ow,ri unique adminis-

High school attendance^ is not ifiecfessary ifx ordtric to qualify for a High School 
,£quiv£iilehcy Diploma. The age requirement varies with each State, the mini- 
mum age requiremeftt being in the 1ot-20 year/ range. tn/Alaska the minimum, 
age for taking the test is 18 yeiairs whil6 in Idaho^t is 20. .^T^ is no maximum 
age limit.

n. WHAT IS A HIGH SCHOOL EQUIVAUfiNCY CERTITICAXJE 

Now, let us consider thesccond question— what is a High School Eqmyalency 
Certificate and why is it si> important? • - 

A High School Equivalency Certificate is a legal document issued by a State 
Department oXf^ Education or a local Board of Education certifying that the 
recipient has acquired a level of general educational competence at or above 
that of a high^hool graciuate. It is accepted by business and industry, by local, 
state and' federal civil service cdinmissions, employment agencies, state and local 

'bdards.of licensing examiners as meeting educational requirements of high 
schobf graduation for puiposes of employment and job promotion in jusj the 
same way as thp regular high school diplomas are accepted. Colleges and uni- 
versities, as well as institutions providing training beyond the high school level, 

. are usually selective in th^ir admissions and require ^school grades above the 
minimiyn required for iSsu?ihce of a" high school diploma. This is also true with 
regard to the GED tests. These institutions of higher education generally require 
scores on- the GEE) tests which are consistent with their admissions policies. 
Therefore, your admission to institutions providing higher education and train- 
ing prob'ably will be based not only -on possession pf a diploma or certificate, but' 

- also upon your achievement in scRbol or ^on the tests. A recent surv4!^ of over 
2200 colleges and universities showed that rhorc than 90% of these institutions 
admit adults who achieve GED test scores wiiich meet admissions standards. " 

, A High School Diploma or ark Equivalency Certificate's an important docu- 
ment to possess. Either one can open the door to .further*opportunity for you.

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Many persons realize that the lack of a High School* Certificate may impede - 
personal or vocational progress. Perhaps it may not be perceived as such a criti- 
cal factor by some individuals, however to others it is quite important because 
as mentioned earlier it often opens the doors to a better future through further 
opportunity and greater reward possibilities. 

What are some of the specific advantages of having a .Certificate? 

Better Paying Jobs. While this may not hold true for every situation, in most 
Instances persons with mofe education and skills usually have a chance at 
better positions. An individual without a diploma is sometimes working at a 
lower level with little or no chance for advancement. How many times on 
job " applications has one seen the question, "Do you have a High School 
Diploma?" Iri many cases this fundamental knowledge forms the base for 
greater skills development and further learning. 

Greater Opportunity For Advancement. In business, industry, government and 
military, opportunities for further personal and professional growth usually 
are offered to the high ^hool or college graduate. Recent studies show that 
in general there are mbr^ growth opportunities and career jobs available for 
persons with education and skills. Some employers rdTuse to consider an 
applicant w^o does not have at least a High School Diploma* And studies 
tend to confirm -that an individuars earning power is usually in proportion 
to his .education and skills. In Civil Service positions alone, with federal^ state 
and niunicipal governments, thousands of trainable men and women are 
needed annually to fill responsible positions. This is also true for the health 
field, public and private. In many cases a high 3chool diploma is either de- 
sired or required to begin early-pha^ orientation prior to learning the main 
responsibilities of thc'job. 

Further Education for Further Responsibility, Although this has been indirectly , 
referred to previously, it is specifically mentioned here because of its signifi«* 
cance. How important is a High School Diploma? In most accredited schools 
and colleges, an individual can not gain admission yithout it. In other words, 
the High School Diploma^may be vital for contihuing that learning necessary 
^ to pursue a selected career or occupation. Also, in the Armed Forces a High 
School Diploma usually is helpful for promotion. In certain military branches 
it is easier to become an officer, noncommissioned or commissioned, if the 
individual hSs completed his high school education. Incidentally, a person 
who has earned an Equivalency Diploma while in military service does not 
have to take the test again when he returns to civilian life. Once the Diploma 
has been awarded it is final. 

Personal Satisfaction. The achievement . reflected through earning the Di- 
ploma can offer much pride and satisfaction as well as a great sense of personaj 
attainment to the individual. It may also enable him to face life with more 
confidence and zest. In an outstanding example, a man who had left high 
school in his junior yean (to enlist in the Navy in the early part of World War 
II) earned his High S<^ool Equivalency Diploma shortly after leaving the 
service, continued in college under the G.I. Bill and became a high school 
• biology teacher. After teaching for several years he saved enough money to 

begin medical school. He later became an' outstanding physician and wa^*^ 
' quite active in his community. He also did some teaching at the local medical

collcge.-Nonc of thes€-aGfeomplishment& would- possible if he had 

not completed his secondary schooling through the Equivalency Diplofna 
Program. Now he looks back over his achieveine^i^ with a great sense of satiV 
faction. He also looks ahead to years of active livuig. Could he have become a 
teacher or physician without completing his high school education? Was the . 
GEp important? 

These are just a few of the more significant reasons why so many people have 
decided to continue their education and earn the High School Diploma. 

IV, THE GED^TESTS— W^O MAY TAKE THEM 

• The civilian forms of the OED tests are administered only to adult residents 
who have a serious need for taking tests. 

The term ''adult resident" is dehned as4--(l) any person whose high school 
class, of which he would have been a member had he continued, has graduated; 
or (2) any person, at least 18 years of age, whose last attendance as a regularly 
enrolled student in a full-time high school program of instruction was at least 
one year prior to the date of taking the tests. 

The*tcrm "serious need" is define^d as: (I) to earn a High School Equivalency 
Certificate; (2) to' qualify for admission to college, or, in general^ qualify for 
admission to advanced educational opportunities; "(3) to meet educational re- 
quirements for employment or promotion in a job; (4) to meet induction re- 
quirements of the Armed Forces of the United States; (5) to meet requirements 
of state and local boards of licensing examiners for those occupations where the 
education requirements for admission to licensing examinations may be at the 
high school level of achievement; or (6) for reasons of personal satisfaction. 

>Military^ personnel on active difty in the Armed Forces of the United States 
have the opportunity of taking the^ military forms of th^ GED tests adminis- 
tered through the United States Armed Forces Institute (USAFI). Active duty 
personnel deisiring to take the? tests should consult with their Education Officer. 
The military and civilian forms of the GEO tests are equated with the current 
national results. Test scores achieved on cither are acceptable as a basis for issu- 
ance of an Equivalency Certificate- 

GED Tests are-^administered at Official GED Centers established in all 50 
states, the District of Columbia, the Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico and 
American Samoa: The tests are also administered to patients at Veterans Ad- 
ministratiOTpHospitals having educaiional therapy programs; at federal correc- 
tional and healrh'4institutions; to American civilian citizens overseas and foreign 
nationals who. wish to qualify for admission to this country. Special editions are * 
also available for administration to the visually handicapped. 

V. OTHER IMPORTANT FACarS 

♦ 

1- Anyone who can meet mihimum qualifications is eligible to take the 
Equivalency test. State residence usually is necessary. Minimum age require- 
ments vary from State to State!. There is no maximum ^ge limit. 

2. In all States the examinations arc based on the GED tests* 

3. Previous attendance at high school, is not a necessary prerequisite to tako' 
the test, .

4. In order to earn the High School Equivalenc^rJ^ploma, passing the test is 
the primary objective. It is t^ually unnecessary for the applicant, tp have pre- 
viously earned high school credits. Passing the test should be adequate proof that 
the applicant has attained the educational level of the high school graduate. 

3. Many adults h^ve increased their knowledge — through travel, reading, 
broadening life expeiiences, etc. — and have thus reached the educational level 
equal to that of the high school graduate. FoiN^ese individuals, earning the 
Equivalency Diplojma should not be difficult. Som^ persons will require more 
preparaition thai? others. 

6. - In seypral States, there is no chiarge for taking tTie test. In most States the 
cost may vary ^anywhere from five to ten dollars. Costs for study materials are 
usually extra. * * * , . - - 

7. Teaming centers are located in various, com^punities , and xnetropoUtan 
^reas thfoughoutj^e States'. Specific locations, dates and times are arjnounced 
by various sources. I 

8. Information about and applications f9r the program may be obtained from 
the local School Adnciinistratorfc«(feincipal or Superintendent) or from the Direc- 
tor of the Equivalency Diplom^^VS^ram at the State Department of Education. 

9. The test is usually held over a. two-day period. Actual testing time is about 
ten hours': Seldom is the complete test given at on^ sitting- Dates and times arc 
announced in advance: * - . , ^ 

10. Although some detailed knowledge is reqtiired'sfor this exajnination, 
emphasis seems to be on using generalizations, concepts and ideas. The ability 
to comprehend,, evaluate and think clearly are also verv important 

1 1 . Notification of test results usually takes about a month or two. Result? 
are mailed to the candidater Official scores also can be mailed directly to the 
Diploma granting Agency upbn request. 

12. An applicant who fails the test has another chance to take it. 

" 13. Beware of ^'special" Sphbols which rQ ay char;ge excessive fees to train 
appticants to take this test. The best direction and counsel on this matter can be 
obtained at no cost from the State Department of Education or the GED Office, 
both of which are supported through taxes. Special prepamtory classes are 
sometimes conducted by the GED Agency at little or no cost. 

14. The GED Test covers five areas usually found in the high school curricu- 
lum: (1) the test which measures ability to use^rrect punctuation, sprfling, 
vocabulary and grammar (2) 'the test in social studies which measures ability fo 
read and interpret passages in history, economics and world events (3) the 
natural science test which measures the ability to interpret passages dealing with 
scientific principles (4) the-English literature test which measures the ability to 
interpret prose and poetry and (5) the test w^ch measures the ability to use 
arithmetic and mathematics.

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VI. HELPFUL INFORMATION TO KNOW 
. BEFORE TAKING GEO TESTS 

- The taking of any . test when so niuch depends upon the outcome, such as 
earning a High School Equivalency Certificate, is to many a frightening experi- 
ence* This is^ true particularly when it is a new or unusual experience. Most 
|>cople are not test-oriented and need encouragbment. Knowledge creates con- 
fidence* It is helpful to know wHat wip be expected of you, how you should con- 
sider the various situations presented in the tests, how to determine and record 
your answers^ how long you can take to complete each test, and other i forma- 
tion about the experience which you are going to undertake* ;^ 

There are some basic -facts about the GED tests which you should know and 
keep in mind. The first fact is that the GED tests are of the objective, multiple- 
choice type. Following each question there are alternative responses. Only one 
of these responses is correct. It is your task to Select the one correct answer. This may 
sound easy but sometimes it is not. 

The second basic fact is thaf you rclust earn scores on the test- which are pass- 
ing. This means that you must get at least half of the questions correct. Knowing 
what you must achieve should.lessen your anxiety. 

A third biisic fact which you should know is thavthp^GED questions are pre- 
cise- — these tests must be selective in rpvealing djilerences of ability among 
examinees. They arc used not only as a basis for issuance of a High School 
Equivalency Certificate; but also by college admission officers in the selection of 
applicants. Therefore, you will find some questions in all tests which are easy to 
answer and some which are extremely difficult* Do not be discouraged when you 
find questions that you can not answer. Spend your time on the questions you 
can answer. , ' ^ . 

When you . go to take the tests at an Official GPED Center, you will find other 
adylts there for the same purpose. You will, of course, have submitted previously 
an application to take the tests but the Chief Exanryiier will require some iden- 
tification to prove that you are the same person \yh'<?' submitted the application^ 
Take, with you your driver's license or some other means of ideaitification. You 
wilfbc supplied with -pencils, erasers, answer sheets, and scratch paper for com- 
putations w^ien you take the mathematics test. After all examinees are seated, 
the Chief Examiner will distribute to each the first test and an answer s^ieet. He 
will give you instructions for completing information * required on the answer 
sheet. On the inside of each test booklet, there is a page of instructions for taking 
that test. In addition to listening to the instructions given by the Chief Examiner, - 
be sure to read the printed iristrudtions. If you do not understand clearly what 
you are to do, ask, the Chief Examiner. 

When the Chief Examiner gives the instruction to begin the test, you are on 
your own; Read through each problem and Hie questions relating to this prob- 
lem. Then read the problem again before attempting to answer. Consider the 
^ alternative answers ^nd select the one you think is correct. Record your answer ^ 
in the proper space on tl^e answer sheet and go on to the next question. Do not^ 
hurry, but do not delay! When you encounter an t^' impossible*' question, Teave 
it amd go on to the next. The tests are not timcj-limit testd!» but generally speaking 
they are regarded as two hour tests. Experience has shown that most examinees 
will finish each test in about one and a half hours. When you have finished each 
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test and there is time remaining, go back over the questions you left unanswered 
and jgivc thef^i further thought. * 

■ ^ • VII. WHAT MORE DO YOU NEED TO KNOW 

The question which is often asked is" what do I- need to know in order 
to achieve satisfactory scores on the GED'Tests. This is a most difficult question 
to answer because no one knows exactly what you already know. It is safe to 
assume, though, that you have increased your knowledge about m^jCy^hings. 
Your educational development can no longer be pegged at that number repre- 
, sejiting the ye.ars of forrtial schooling you CMripleted before leaving school yeaifs 
ago. However, your problem is to prove it/the GED Tests are the only means 
accepted^ nationally do this, ' ' 

To answer the question on what shouldNj^^ know, it is necessary to examine 
what a nigh school graduate should be 9^ ec ted to know in the five areas of 
S^leaming to have been awarded a high^hool diploma. With this as a standard of 
measurement, you can judge whether or not you ar^ ready to take the GED 
Tests. 

In the field of EngRsh expression, a high school graduate should be able to 
speak and write using correct and effective English. He should be able to .spell 
with some degree of accuracy. Don't forget that the ability to spell correctly is 
one of the. desired outcomes of high school instructional programs. On the GED 
Tests, you.will not be required to vA*ite, but you will be well tested on your 
knowledge of the mechanics of English, If, in your judgment, you feel that you 
can express yourself well and can recognize errors both in speech and writing,- 
take the GED Tests. Samples of questions follow.

seniors. Most forms of the GED test batteries have 50 questions in the mathemat- 
ics test. You do not need to get 35 or 70% of the ansvyers correct. The number of 
correct answers needed varies slightly among thcfonms, but the total is less than 
35. Concentrate on problems of arithmetical computations- involving fractions, 
decimals^ discount, and interest beforfe attempting the more difficult problems.

Over the past ten years approximately 72% of those adults who took theJGJED 
tests^y^erc successful in achieving satisfactory scores. The pe'rcentage of success- 
^ful examinees was as high as 88% in some states and^^as low as 40% ijn others* 
H^clo^ rates have been due, in lai^e part^ to the higher scores required in t^^ose 
- ViateS)(' These states have recently reduced their minimum scpre requirements to 
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conform with the standards of other states. This should result in more peraons 
qualifying for Equivalency Certificates. \^ 



IX. TIPS ON PREPARING FOR THE TESTS 

In order to make the most of suggestions which follow, various practice' exer- 
cises should be carefully reviewed. * Wherever possible^ practice exercises and. 
sample tests should be completed. * It is essential that the applicant become 
familiar^with the style, forrrjat, and type of question .^Vwch he will be confronted 
with in the^actual test. In this way.*he should be better prepared since he will 
know ahead of time what to expect^ 

Selepte?! References mentioned-Ht^he rear of this booklet may be obtained in 
many smaller communities, cities or directly from the publisher. A school or 
community would probably have these materials available in the library. In 
addition to these 'sources, further assistance and practice materials may be ob- 
tained from the Educational Administrator's Office or where your GED 
application form wds obtained. , 

Some tips which may be helpful are: 

1. Try to improve your test-taking skills^^'^btain copies of practice tests or 
sample questions and PRACTICE! PRAiCXICE! PRACTICE! 

2. Become familiar with the areas— arithmetic, spelling, social studies, in- 
terpretation, problem solving, vocabulary, wammar, etc- — in which you will be 
tested. 

3. Improve your skill in reading. It is im'pol>^nt to understand what you 
read so that you. can interpret properly and foltdw\nstructions in the test. Good 
reading skills also will help to improve your ability in\riswhring questions which 
involve reasoning, comparison,- ^Wnd evaluation. 

4i Try to increase your vocabulary. You can do thisAby reading, discussing 
issues, learning new words from magazines, newspapers, JTV a.nd books. Know- 
ing how to use words is an important part of the examjjjation* 

5. If your^bractice test indicates or if you feel tKat^ou may n^td special help, 
talk to the person in charge of the GED program (School principal or Adminis- 
trator). There are usually special classes available to help persons prepare for 
these examinations. ■ ^ 

"5! Do not wait until two days before the examind'tion to start your study 
program. ^Bcgin to prepare for thtr test rnanjy months before you actually take it. 

7. Try to become fai^liar with th^& site of the examination and the time re- 
quired for y'ou to get there. Persons scnedulefd to tsdce tesi who arrive late are not 
admitted and thus must take the test aKanother time. ,

candidate, be adequately prepared and in the right frame of mind when ap- 
proaching this examination, Then/^u can pass it! i

For 
example, many colleges and post^secondary schools in tK^ ^LTnited States 
require, a High School Diplorha for admission* In other cases it is necessary for 
employment. 

This particular phase of education, as well as the Equivalency "Diploma itself, 
seems to become niore significant with the passage of time. Penhaps it is because 
ofthe rise in the educational level of the j^opulation at large^ It also ma^be due 
to the strong personal "^desire by many individuals to increase their economic 
opportunities^ as well as their .personal attiainment and satisfactigxi.
